“TONY” FAUST DIES. 


Man Who Celebrated the Day He Was 
Badly Wounded, Passes Away 
in Germany. 

WIRE TO THE TIMES. 

ST. LOUIS (uo) Sept. 28 —{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.} A cablegram from 
Wiesbaden. Germany, announces the 
death there today of Anthony K. 
Faust, familiarly called “Tony,’ a 
St. Louis restaurateur. . 

Faust was born at Westphalia, Ger- 
many, January 3. 1836, and immigrated 
to America about 1953. He came to 
St. Louls a year later as an orna- 
mental plasterer. 

On Camp Jackson Day, May 10, 1861, 
while Faust was viewing a parade, a 
soldier stumbled, accidentally discharg- 
ing his rifle, and wounded Faust in 
the side. 

The injury so weakened Faust that 
he was obliged to quit his trade. He 
started a restaurant in 1865. So great 
was his success as a restaurateur that 
he called Camp Jackson Day his lucky 
day, and never let an anniversary 
pass without exhibiting the bullet hole 
to his friends. 

In 1878 he opened the first roof gar- 
den in America. That year he brought 
from Parie an exposition. of electrical 
machinery, whereby he gave St. Louis 
ite first are light.

With him, today, when he died, were 
his wife, an only daughter, Mrs. Mu- 
u Giannini, and Mr. and Mrs. Adol-

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 28.—{ Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Comparatively little 
damage was sustained in New Orleans. 
With the exception of fences and signs 
blown down, the loss is sieht. The 
New Orleans Company, the New Jer- 
sey corporation which owns a summer 
resort on Lake Pontchartrain, six miles 
from here, suffered losses of $10,000, 
The company’s piatforms and ap- 
proaches’ were shattered in, many 
places. The approaches leading to the 
Southern Yacht Club were washed out, 
the loss aggregating $2000. Numerous 
club camps at Milneberg were de- 
stroyed, entailing small amounts, but 
no lives were lost. 5 

The heaviest sufferers from the trop- 
ical hurricane, which swept the Gulf 
coast and destroyed Mobile and Pen- 
sacoia, were the Louisville 4 Nashville 
Railroad, running between New Or- 
leans and Mobile, and the New Orleans 
& Northwestern Railroad. 

Traffic was suspended on the Louis- 
ville & Nashville with the departure of 
the 8:15 o'clock train Wednesday night, 
and it was not resumed until tonight, 
when a slow train was made up from 
Bay St. Louis and points this side.

It was the old temple 
refuse heap where the gdrbage and 
the discarded and broken objects em- 
ployed in the temple service wer 
dumped. In it were dozens of baskets 
full of fragments of marble, alabaster, 


gtaved and inlaid: with ivory and 
stones, 4nd many of them displayed 
rare beauty in form as well as in ma- 
terial. This ancient temple dump pre- 
sents our first view of the vessels of 
the temple service of 6000 years ago, 
for the archaic characters of the in- 
scriptions suggest that date. 

Tunnels were dug into the base of 
the temple tower, and from them shafts 
were sunk, one from the very center, 
and another near the southwest cdge 
of the tower, to the virgin sand of the 
desert level. in those shafts few ob- 
jects which could adorn the showcase 
of a museum were d vered, but far 
more remarkable or valuable results 
were obtained. Way down beneath 
jae platform of the temple of plano- 
convex bricks, dating from ~~ 
we came upon large limestone blocks 
of a previous construction: still lower, 
we dug through various strata of ruins 
which may be defined as s of 
eccupation. imbedded in the solid clay 
five and one-half meters below the sur- 
face was a huge bronze spike termi- 
nating in a beautifdiiy formed lion. 
Even to suggest a date as to its age 
would be difficult, so great is its an- 
tiguity. Still lower we dug through 
the various strata until we came to 
two 9 urns placed one above an- 
other. In them appeared a mixture of 
ashes and sand. Way down on. the 
desert level, down where the first set- 
tlers camped: before the first temple 
was built, and long before the Semites 
ever cume to Babylonia, was a thick 
layer of well-formed pottery. The pot- 
tery was not built up by hand, but 
thrown on a wheel, and was baked to 
a black color. 

The summit of the temple hill yield- 
ed inecriptions dating from 2750 R. 
Just below were inscriptions from 3750 
B. C. A mé@ter and a half lower was

James Gilmore, the great missionary 
to Mongolia, may indeed be called a 
5 ern apostle,“ as he was born in 
8 „ near Glasgow, but sixty- 
three years ago. The third son among 
six. boys in a carpenter’s family, he 
grew up tn a home devoid of luxuries, 
but surrounded by wise parental care 
and. helpful influences. In this Scotch 
Congregational home was laid the 
foundation for his lite of future use- 
fulness. 


His zest for study as a boy decided 
his father to give him all possible op- 
portunities for a professional 
rather than him to enter akrade. 
The zeal which led him az a boy to 
walk five miles daily to school con- 
tinued throughout his university 
course, and he became a brilliant 
Scholar, especially proficient in the 
study of languages. From the univer- 
sity he went to. the Theological Hall of

He had received no 
training for this work, and only the 
sternest necessity for relieving suffer- 
ing caused him to undertake it. 89 
Successful was he in many cases that 
the people piaced unbounded faith in 
his ability and nothing was regarded 
as too obscure for the foreign healer to 
cure. In the healing of their bodies 
Gilmore often found opportunities to 
minister to the soul. 

It was at Tien-Tsin, in 1991, at the 
annual meeting of the mission that 
the end of Gfimore’s life came, after 
brief illness. At the simple fu 
service the loyal Ch 

this brave soldier of the Cross paid 
fitting tribute of their love and devo- 
tion to one who had indeed given his 
life for China. 


Gilmore’s work is being continued in 
spite of his untimely death. The Boxer 
uprisi scattered the workers, but 
the field is slowly be occupied again. | 
Mongolian missions will always be dif- 
ficult to carry on, but the work which 
Gilmore undertook and carried on 
against such overwhelming odds will 
not be allowed to die. The London 
Missionary Society is continuing the 
enterprise with the ald of other Chris- 
tian workers.

To use 
California wines the label must state 
where the} are from and the er-dit 
that has for years been given to for- 
eign wines will be placed where it be- 
longs—upon the ‘‘alffornia brand. 

As a result of placing this credit 
where it belong, the wine growers 
of Southern California are preparing 
for a great advance in their business. 
and numerous new wineries are a-

PART II: EDITORIAL, LOCAL AND BUSINESS SECTION 


= TATUS OF SAN FRANCISCO. 


Business conditions in San Fran- 
cisco are gradually assuming a more 
hopeful status. In fact, there is but 
one element of discouragement. It 
the intermeddling and unwise labor 
union agitators would only permit San 
Francisco people to restore the de- 
stroyed city, the work would move 
forward apace. This bunch of unpa- 
triotic and foreign-born citizens, if 
they are citizens at all, and others xe 
‘them, are the only drawback to the 
successful rebuilding of the city and 
the reéstablishing of its business. 

The real citizens of San Francisco 
are going dbout the work with ear- 
nestness and determination. The build- 
ing permits run to considerably over 
31.000, 0% a week at the present time. 
The Palace Hotel is about to be re- 
constructed, and the Odd Fellows, the 
Young Men’s Christian Association 
and similar bodies are about to restore 
their buildings. The Luning and other 
estates are taking out permits for 
Class A buildings of six to ten stories. 

There is no lack of funds in the 
city. If skilled ‘labor could only be 
secufed in proportion to the demand, 
the work would go on very rapidly. 
But the labor union fellows are send- 
ing Out literature to all parts of the 
country, lying about the conditions 
existing, warning mechanics that there 
is no employment in San Francisco for 
men already there, when as a matter 
of fact there is a demand for three 
where only one can be had. 


The abundance of money following 
as an indirect result of the destruction 
of 800,000.00 worth of property ts 
an anomalous state of affairs. The 
insurance money, in spite of the 
“welching” of so many insurance com- 
panies, has been pouring into the city 
in a steady stream. A great commer- 
cial. center like San Francisco natur- 
ally has streams of money coming 
into it from all sorts of sources. The 
banks of San Francisco never before 
had so much money in their vaults as 
they have today. The interruptions 
and difficulties experienced in rebuild- 
ing the city make. a comparatively 
small demand for money. One San 
Francisco bank is reported to have 
$12,000,000 in New York loaned out 
to correspondent banks. Of course 
this money is subject to call and can 
be returned to San Francisco in less 
than a week if there is any employ- 
ment to be found for it there. 


The business of the cléaringhouse 


ot San Francisco shows very emphati- 


cally this financial condition. Before 
the fire the average weekly clearings 
ot the clearinghouse banks amounted 
to a maximum of $40,000,000. In the 
month of April, 1905, the banks cleared 
a little short of $150,000,000. In April 
of this year, the month in which the 
city was burned, the clearings fell to 
a little over $197,000,000. ‘The record 
for May was much worse. For May, 
1905, the clearings ran to over $146,- 
000,000. In that month of the cur- 
rent year, they fell to $50,000,900. It 
is impressive to note that normal con- 
ditions were almost restored in June. 
For that month in 1905 the clearings 
fell just below $149,000,000, and in the 
current year they had risen from $50,- | 
006,000 in May to over $132,000,000. 
Since then, the bank clearings have 
been month by month greater during 
the curfent year than in the previous 
one. For August, 1905, the clearings 
were a little over $148,900,000 and for 
July, 1906, they ran over $163,000,000. 

August 1995, was a remarkable 
month, the clearings running far 
above the average, at more than $162,- 
000,000. August this year showed a 
record of nearly $188,500,000. The 
month of September, when the amount 
is made up, will show similar results. 

It is said that there are at the pres- 
ent time considerably over 700 per- 
manent bulldings under construction 
in the city. Most of these are simply 
at that stage where the clearing of the 
débris is going on. Actual building 
Operations have scarcely begun. The 
inflow of money continues at a steady 
pace. The recent statement made by 
the national banks on September 4 
showed an increase of individual de- 
posits of almost $9,500,000 over the 
record at the time of the previous call, 
June 18, If the same increase has 
taken place in the State banks, the to- 
tal increase would run to about $28,- 
000.000. The San Francisco banks as 
a total are said to have invested in 
New York as much as $30,000,000 at 
the present time. It will be remem- 
bered that the insurance risks in force 
in the burned district at the time of 
the fire amounted to $250,000,000. Al- 
jowing 10 per cent. for salvage would 
leave $225,900,000 due from these com- 
panies to their clients. It is esti- 
mated that 70 per cent. of this money 
will be paid some time or other. About 
8100,00, 0 is said to have been re- 


eetved from the various insurance| 


companies. leaving ‘on this estimate 
about $55,000,000 still due. 

Now with the one exception noted 
above, the way is clear for the recon- 
struction of this great Coast metrop- 
olis. All the people of San Francisco 
have to do is to learn the lesson taught 
them in a ¢oncrete example, by Pat- 
rick Calhoun, of the United Railroads, 


jin dealing with the striking railroad 


employés. Cornelius, McCarthy and 
Furuseth and their likes never win a 
victory excepting by the cowardice of 
those opposed to them. They are ar- 
rant cowards themselves because in 
their heart of hearts they know they 
are wrong, and there is nothing else 
on earth so bad to carry into a fight 
as a bad conscience. The moment the 
people of San Francisco become pos- 
sessed of sufficient nerve to stand up 
against the unreasonable and tyran- 
nous Gemands of these trouble-makers, 
these will wilt as they did before the 
determined courage of Calhoun. With 
all the money the city has at the dis- 
posal of its citizens, the work of re- 


enterprises will suffer from depression 
until the citizens free themselves from 
the unjust dictation of the walking 
delegates who mislead the industrious 
workingmen to the detriment of 
the men and of the city-builders. N 


E DAILY CARNAGE. 

According to a statement just 
issued by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, 26 persons, on an aver- 
age, were killed and 238 injured each 
day on railroads in the United States, 
during the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1905 (the latest complete compilation.) 


during the year was 9703, and the 
number injured reached an aggregate 
of 86,003. The statement further shows 
that the largest number of casualties 
were among railroad employés, of 
whom the killed numbered 3361, and 
the injured 66,833. ) 

It is superfluous to point out the 
fact that this terrible list is a great 
deal longer than it should be. This 
is stated as an abstract truth, without 
attempting to form deductions or 
place the blame. The figures are start- 
ling. They show that the operation of 
railroads in the United States involves 
more hazard than our soldiers in- 
curred in the war against Spain or in 
the Filipino insurrection which fol- 
lowed. The record is a reproagh to 
our civilization and its resou 

Long before now, it would seem, we 
ought to have devised and put into 
use ways and means for making the 
operation of railroads less dangerous 
to life and limb. It is not, however, 
a thing of easy accomplishment to 
cause men to be more careful. A 
goodly proportion of the casualties, 
both among employés and passengers, 
could without doubt be traced to per- 
sonal carelessness, and to inexcusable 
causes. Probably three-fourths or 
more of the accidents were of the kind 


tion on part of railroads, railroad 
employés .and the traveling public, 
to ob all preventable accidents, 


so far as practicable. Traveling can 
never be made absolutely safe, but 
there is not much doubt that it might 
be made considerably safer. 


OING THE BEST HE CAN. 

In an Arizona dance hall of the 
earlier time this legend was conspicu- 
ously displayed: “Don’t shoot the 
fiddler; he is doing the best he can.” 
The Times is strongly disposed to put 
in a similar plea in behalf of the edi- 
tor of Ms esteemed cotemporary, the 
International Review, of Tokio. This 
well-disposed member of the journalis- 
tic fraternity, after mature reflection, 
has decided to print his journal in 
English instead of using the pot-hooks 
of his native tongue to express his ex- 
uberant sentiments. He gives good 
(and to our mind sufficient) reasons 
for making the change. “Now-a-day,” 
says our honorable journalistic bro- 
ther, “English is getting the most 
fashionable language in all the five 
parts of the world.” While this as- 
sertion may be putting the case a littie 
strong, there is no successful denying 
that English is getting the most fash- 
idnable in at least two or three of the 
five parts of the world. In England 
and the United States it seems to be 
losing somewhat in popularity since 
Andrew Carnegie and his “reformd 
speling“ got a foothold. In the other 
three parts of the world, of which 
Nippon is one, the English language 
appears to be making pretty good 


progress. 

Further on in his interesting and 
valuable disquisition on the subject, 
the editor of our valued cotemporary 
declares (still referring to the English 
tongue,) that by “tracing its move- 
ment since the first decades of the 
country is simply miraculous.” In 
this proposition we quite coincide. It 
is, indeed, “simply miraculous,” as any 
unprejudiced mind will be compelled 
to admit, after carefully and conscien- 
tiously tracing its movement since the 
first decades of the country. The con- 
clusion is so obvious that it really 
amounts to a demonstration. More 
than this, the position is still further 
strengthened by the further declara- 
tion that “the King of maritime 
spreads out His steamers which touch 
the harbors, through.” Could anything 
be more clear—more final—than this? 
It we ourselves had been called upon 
to disenss the question, we should cer- 
tainly have arrived at the same con- 
clusion, though perhaps we should not 
have stated it in precisely the same 
words. We have not the pleasure of 
a personal acquaintance with the King 
of maritime, but we have not the 
slightest doubt that he is exceedingly 
fond of spreading out his steamers 
so that they will touch the harbors, 
through.
